In a letter to Speaker Rayburn, 
transm itting detailed estim ates o f 
the budget director for the $7,000,- 
000,000 expenditure, Mr. Roosevelt 
asserted: 
"I strongly urge the immediate 
enactm ent of 
this 
appropria­ 
tion.” 
The Chief Executive declared 
Plat America has felt th a t "it 
was imperative to the security 
of America th a t we encourage 
the democracies’ heroic resist­ 
ance to aggressions, by not only 
m aintaining but also Increas­ 
ing the flow of m aterial assist­ 
ance from this country.” 
'Therefore, he said, congress had 
enacted and 
he had signed 
the 
British ald bill. 
"A New Magna Carta” 
(In 
London, 
Prim e 
M inister 
Churchill announced to commons 
th at the British aid bill had become 
law and term ed it a "new Magna 
C arta * * * an 
inspiring 
act 
of 
faith.”) 
The President’s request for 
the 
biggest 
peace 
time 
appropriation 
bill in the nation’s history went to 
congress less than 24 hours after he 
signed the bill into law and ap­ 
proved the first line of supplies to 
be shipped to B ritain and to Greece. 
How the Money Will Be Used

$7,000,000,000 
down 
into

categories, of which the largest by 
far was $2,054,000,000 for “aircraft 
and aeronautical materials, includ­ 
ing engines, spare parts, and acces­ 
sories.

for ordnance 
and 
stores, supplies, spare parts, and 
m aterials, including arm or and am ­ 
m unition and their components. 
$1,350,000,000 for agricultural, in­ 
dustrial and other commodities and 
articles.

for

cars, automobiles, trucks, and other 
automotive 
vehicles, 
with 
spare 
parts and accessories. 
$629,000,000 
for 
vessels, 
ships, 
boats and other water craft, 
and 
equipage, supplies, materials, parts 
and accessories. 
$260,000,000 for miscellaneous mil­ 
itary equipment, supplies and m a­ 
terials. 
$752,000,000 
for 
faculties 
and 
equipm ent for the m anufacture or 
production of defense articles, in­ 
cluding the construction, acquisi­ 
tion, m aintenance and operation of 
these facilities, and the acquisition 
of land for sites. 
$200,000,000 for testing, inspecting, 
repairing, or otherwise putting in

articles for the government of “any 
country whose defense the Presi­ 
dent deems vital to the defense of 
the United States.”

Newman with a deep cut. 
There was an unconfirmed report 
at the court house this morning that 
the proposed Lincoln Highway im­ 
provements contem plated widening 
of the present road to four-lane di­ 
mensions west from Gettysburg. 
Commissioners said they have no 
official knowledge of the contem­ 
plated changes in the Lincoln High­ 
way west of here and several mem­ 
bers of the board said the appear­ 
ance of the delegation this morn­ 
ing was the first hint they had of 
such a proposal.

“CRUSADER IN CRINOLINE: THE 
LIFE OF HARRIET BEECHER 
STOWE’’ (Lippingatt; $3.75). 
PROBABLY, if you had asked the 
* 
average semi-llterary man to 
suggest a subject for a biography 
that had not been overworked, the 
name of Harriet Beecher Stowe 
would have been among the last to 
occur to him— if, indeed, it would 
have occurred at all. 
Mrs. Stowe wrote one of the most 
influential novels of all times, much 
prose of lesser import, some bad 
poetry. She never would have been 
considered dramatic; there is no 
spice connected with her name. 
Just the same, Forrest Wilson's 
“Crusader in Crinoline” is not only 
one of the best biographical jobs in 
recent years, but is also one of the 
most sincere and readable. Leav­ 
ing out of the account Mr. Wilson’s 
gift for prose, which is important, 
It seems to me that the reason for 
the apparent success of his book 
is chiefly the fact that he has dug 
out everything there is to know 
about Mrs. Stowe, and has then 
pro­ 
portion. That and the fact that for 
background and color he has the 
Beecher family. Even one brought 
up to consider “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
a preversion of the literary instinct 
and a misstatement of fact cannot 
escape the fascination of “Crusader 
in Crinoline.”

Town Laid Out on 200 Lots by James Gettys; Elected 
Sheriff in 1803; First Court Session 
Hel$ in His Home 


“James Gettys, proprietor of Get­ 
tysburg, was not only a man of 
brains, of determination, of force 
of character, of resources and bold, 
but from the distance of almost a 
century must have been the <new 
County of Adams’ foremost citizen 
in public spiritedness. The prevail­ 
ing and predominating tone and 
makeup of this man’s life during 
the quarter of a century expiring 
between the death of his father in 
1790, and his own death in 1815, 
was public spiritedness, not alone 
for the sake of self, but for the 
advancement and good of his county 
and town. 
“He not only built the first house, 
opened the first store and con­ 
ducted the first tavern, but en­ 
couraged others to locate near him 
and plotted the town, He gave his 
strenuous support to the movement 
to create Adams county out of the 
west end of York county. When the 
decision hung in the balance he 
made a gift to the proposed county 
which had much to do in winning 
out. This gift had no string to it 
except that the town should be 
created and the county seat be 
located at Gettystown, the only con­ 
sideration being the advantage it 
would be to have his town as the 
county seat. 
County Founded In 1800 
“The County of Adams was cre­ 
ated by Act of Legislature on Jan. 
22, 1800, but a year before, on Jan. 
24, 1799, James Gettys and Mary, 
his wife, executed a paper to Alex­ 
ander Dobbin and David Moore, 
which was among the first papers 
to be recorded when the new Coun­ 
ty of Adams was created and one 
clause in it reads as follows: 
* ‘Whereas, the said James Gettys 
has laid out two hundred lots in 
the form of a town which is known 
by the name of Gettystown, a con­ 
siderable number of which are Im­ 
proved upon, reserving to himself, 
and to his heirs, executors, ad­ 
ministrators and assigns the yearly 
ground rent of seven shillings and 
six pence upon each and every lot 
as aforesaid to be paid on the 10th 
day of January of each and every 
year. And whereas it is In con­ 
templation by the Legislature now 
assembled, to divide the county of 
York, and also to fix upon a suitable 
place for the seat of justice for 
the new county. Now know ye that 
for and in consideration of the ad­ 
vantages which we may derive from 
the increase in value of the re­ 
mainder of our property by Gettys­ 
town being fixed upon for the seat 
of justice, we therefore, transfer 
and set over unto the said Alexan­ 
der Dobbin and David Moore in 
trust for and to his only proper use 
and behoof of the said county so 
to be created all our rights, title 
and claims whatsoever to the ground 
rent aforesaid which may accrue 
after Jan. 4, 1799, and also our right, 
title, interest and claim to a suita­ 
ble lost of ground for the purpose 
of budding a goal thereon.’ 
Benefit ta County 
“Reading history backward it is 
known now that James Gettys de­ 
rived little benefit from his gift, 


while the county has enjoyed 'quit 
rents amounting to about $200 a 
year for 108 years, fnow 135 years] 
a total of over $21/HK) due to the 
liberality and public spiritedness of 
the proprietor of Gettysburg. 
“The quit rents given to the coun­ 
ty from 200 lots were the lots sur­ 
rounding the Diamond, along Cham­ 
bersburg, Carlisle and York streets 
for about a square and along Bal­ 
timore street for over two squares, 
and on East and West Middle streets 
and East and West High streets. 
“When Adams county was created, 
Jan. 22, 1800, no provision had been 
made for the courts. Room for a 
court was necessary and James 
Gettys was equal to the emergency. 
His home was the first house to be 
built in the town, was the site of 
the first store to be opened, was 
the first tavern to welcome the 
traveler and now was the first court 
house for the County of Adams. 
This necessarily meant much in­ 
convenience to his family then con­ 
sisting of his mother, Isabella Get­ 
tys, his wife, Mary Todd Gettys, 
and himself. 
“The first court was held in the 
home of James Gettys on June 9th. 
1800. 
There were four terms of 
court during the year, beginning on 
the second Mondays of March, June, 
September and December, and the 
courts were held in the Gettys home 
during the years 1800, 1801, 1802, 
1803, and until the court house In 
the Diamond was complete and oc­ 
cupied in 1804. 
"James Gettys and Samuel Gettys 
in building their home about 1783, 
on virgin land where a building 
had never stood before, erected the 
same of logs along generous fines. 
There was probably some foresight 
of the uses It would be put to. The 
rooms were large and had great 
open fire places which the big chim­ 
neys made possible. 
“At the first court to be held in 
the Gettys home on June 9, 1800, 
James Gettys was the sixth person 
to be recommended to the Governor 
to receive a license for his tavern. 
Licensed taverns were more numer­ 
ous in the year 1800 than at present, 
for while the number does not reach 
40 now, in those days the number 
was over 60. But those were the days 
when it was considered an act of 
hospitality to open the doors of your 
home 
to the wayfarer, for the 
travelers of those days were literal 
wayfarers. 
Elected Sheriff 
“James Gettys soon became a po­ 
litical figure in Adams county. The 
man who had helped to bring about 
the formation of the county and 
won the county seat for his town 
was a man of influence, one held lo 
respect, and when he became a can­ 
didate for sheriff, in 1803, he won 
easily at the polls and at the De­ 
cember court 1803, it is James Oet- 
tys, Sheriff of Adams county, who 
summons the jurors to serve at 
court, which Is held at the home 
of James Gettys.”

THERE WILL BE NO

tention to the recent resignation of 
Richard P. Brown as secretary In a 
controversy with Governor James 
over placing of tourist advertising 
contracts. 
70 Mile* Speed on Turnpike 
The house passed and sent to the 
senate without debate a bill fixing 
70 miles an hour as the maximum 
speed on the turnpike. 
On other 
roads of the state, 50 miles is the 
limit. 
Teachers Urge Raise 
Representatives 
of

State 
Teachers’ association urged a house 
committee in a public hearing to 
raise teacher salaries under a bill 
that would cost the commonwealth 
$35,000,000 In the next two years. 
Bills released from committee to­

Harrisburg, March 
12—Pennsyl­ 
vania’s system of financing schools 
through local real estate taxes, sup­ 
plemented by state aid, was describ­ 
ed as “outmoded” by Dr. Levi Gil­ 
bert, of Altoona, president of the 
State Education association. 
Dr. Gilbert appeared before a 
house committee at a public hearing 
Tuesday on bill calling for increases 
in salaries {mid all teachers in the 
state. 
“The education program will be 
anemic so long as we continue to 
have this system,” he said. 
“The standard of $1,600 for the 
elementary 
school 
teachers 
and 
$2,000 
for secondary 
is 
a 
solid 
foundation,” he added, referring to 
the salary allowances proposed by 
the bill. 
Trend to State Sales Tax 
Increased support of a state sales 
tax to relieve property of the burden 
of financing education appeared to­ 
day in answers to a questionnaire 
circulated among state school di­ 
rectors by three members of the 
house of representatives. 
a poll of 513 directors repre­ 
senting 45,000 teachers showed 
238 saying they would support a 
sales tax and 251 a state in­ 
come tax.” 
“Two years ago you couldn’t get 
50 directors to support a sales tax,’’ 
said Rep. Fred Hare, Jr., (R.-Som­ 
erset), one of the authors of the 
circular. 
He attributed the added support to 
what he described as “the success” 
of sales taxes in West Virginia and 
Ohio, where Hare said, real estate 
taxes had been halved. 
Penalties in Delinquent Taxes 
The directors opposed, 277 to 102, 
the enactment of another law abat­ 
ing penalties and interest on de­ 
linquent taxes. Proposals for abate­

FLOOD THREAT 
IN STATE RESTS 
ON HEAVY RAIN 


Forecasters Rxpeet 
Little Trouble for 
Spring 


IBI/ the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, March 12 — Heavy' 
rains offered virtually the only im­ 
mediate 
flood 
threat 
today 
for 
Pennsylvanians living in the snow 
Susquehanna and upper Ohio river 
watersheds. 
“If there is a lot of rain, it is 
going to cause trouble,” said George 
Weber of the federal-state flood 
forecasting service for the lower 
Susquehanna valley. 
“Tile condi­ 
tion is a lot better than it was last 
year at this time, however, we don’t 
have as much snow.” 
At Binghamton, New York, Ob­ 
server Thomas E. Reed predicted 
that three more days of high tem­ 
perature would 
brirtg the upper 
Susquehanna 
“dangerously 
high.” 
He pointed out that there was an 
average of eight inches of snow in 
the watershed there. 
In the western end of the state, 
scene of several disastrous floods, 
W S. Brotzman, chief of the Pitts­ 
burgh weather bureau, gave this 
picturer 
Heavy Rain Only Threat 
“As the situation stands we have 
a fairly good chance of getting by 
this spring without any flood. 
We 
may get a little flood, one that will 
flood basements, but cause no dam ­ 
age. 
"We can’t get a flood unless we 
have a very heavy rain and if snow' 
in the bottomlands has melded, tile 
rain won t make a lot of differ­ 
ence.” 
Snow in the Allegheny river re­ 
gion ranges from 3 to 14 inches and 
higher in the mountains, in tile 
Kiskiminetas area, 2 to J31 i inches;

Turkish police and military au­ 
thorities said today they are search­ 
ing for a "Balkan bomb ring” they 
believed behind an attem pt to as­ 
sassinate George W. Rendel, British 
minister who left German-occupied 
Bulgaria. 
Four persons were killed and up­ 
wards of 20 injured last night, but 
Rendel escaped by a narrow margin 
when a bomb wrecked the lobby of 
the 
luxurious Pera 
Plaza hotel, 
where the British diplomat had 
brought his party fr6m Sofia by 
train only a few minutes before. 
Investigators who indicated they 
foresaw 
possible 
"serious 
diplo­ 
matic 
repercussions” 
f r o m 
the 
bombing examined passengers on a1* 
trains, searched baggage compart­ 
ments and closely questioned all 
persons wishing to leave Istanbul 
for Bulgaria. 
2 Detectives Killed 
Police said the dead were two 
Turkish detectives, a woman guest 
at 
the 
hotel 
whose 
body 
was 
mangled so badly she could not be 
identified immediately and a Miss 
Ellis, who was a stenographer in 
the British legation in Sofia. 
Six were injured Beverly, among 
them a Miss Armstrong, also a 
stenographer of the British lega­ 
tion. Her legs were injured so badly 
doctors said they would have to be 
amputated. 
M. Page, British vice consul in 
Istanbul, was cut by glass, and 
First Secretary Lambert of the 
Sofia legation and an unidentified 
Englishman who came to the hotel 
to meet a brother in the Rendel 
party were among others Injured. 
Survivors declared they believed 
the bomb had been placed aboard 
Rondel's train in Sofia — perhaps 
timed to explode in Turkey. 
They agreed there liad been only 
one explosion. 
Brief Announcement 
Turkish newspapers, under close 
government supervision, confirmed 
their account of the explosion to a 
15-word communique saying it oc­ 
curred and that officers are investi­ 
gating. 
Police found fragments of Hie 
bomb in the debris iii the lobby and 
said it might have been set off by 
an acid fuse, fatiier than a mechan­ 
ical timing device. 
Rendel, 
who 
severed 
Britain's 
relations with Bulgaria last Wednes­ 
day, just had gone to his room and 
was unhurt, although the blast’s 
force damaged the second and thud 
floors of the big stone hotel, only a 
block from the U. S. consulate. 
Survivors able to attend a con­ 
ference shortly after midnight com­ 
pared notes and told Turkish police 
and military authorities the bomb 
might have been concealed in one 
of two "mysterious” suitcases found 
in the party's luggage.
